Burley markets opened the 
1971 selling season Nov. 22 
with prices $5.16 higher than 
last year, and have continued 
to climb higher day by day. 

Kentucky markets reported 
a record high average of 
$78.51 for first week’s sales, 
or $4.51 higher than the pre¬ 
vious record set in 1968. 

And prices continued to 
climb tliis week—averaging 
$79.40, on Monday and $79.73 
on Tuesday.

Meanwhile, Morgan coun¬ 
ty’s cash income from the 
first six days of selling—four 
last_week and two this week 
—had reached $585,174.83 on 
the basis of 751 checks that. 
Jiad cleared through • the 
Commercial Bank in West 
Liberty by noon Wednesday. 

On the same date last year 
a total of 598 checks had 
cleared for a total if $471,- 
650.15. 

The 751 checks this year 
averaged $778 00, or only 
$8.00 under last year’s check i 
average of $786.00. 

But. though pleased with 
prices. Morgan growers were 
reporting lighter weighing 
crops this year. Some Morgan 
crops were bringing $80 
averages and above — and 
■nearly all were in the $78 to j 
$80 range. 

Less than one-tenth of one 
percent of offerings has gone 
to the Association under the 
Government price support i 
program. 

In the first week of last' 
year a total of 7.4 percent 
of offerings went at support 
prices during the first week. 

On Tuesday some baskets, 
of lugs and flyings brought 
a high price of $82. Volume 
of sales was light to medium 
on all markets.

CAMPTON POLICEMAN SHOT WHILE 
ON DUTY; STILLWATER MEN CHARGED 


A Campton policeman, J. C | 
Perry, 25, was shot in the leg 
early Monday morning after be- 
ng disarmed and forced into a 
car by two Stillwater men who 
reportedly threatened to kill 
him. 

According to Wolfe County 
Sheriff Maynard Nickell, Perry 
was shot' with a .12 guage shot¬ 
gun during a struggle inside the 
car which belonged to one of 
the assailants. 

Perry w’as given first aid at 
Campton Medical Clinic, then 
rushed to UK Medical Center, 
Lexington, by Buckhorn Am- j 
bulance Service. His condition 
is listed as serious. 

Arrested later in the morn¬ 
ing at his home at Stillwater 
by Sheriff Nickell and charged 
with malicious shooting and 
wounding with intent to kill 
was James Oliver, about 25. 

Also arrested and charged 
with being an accessory was 
Oliver’s brother-in-law, William 
Dean, 19, also of Stillwater. 

According to Sheriff Nickell, 
Policeman Perry earlier had at¬ 
tempted to stop Oliver on a 
drunk driving charge. Oliver re¬ 
fused to stop his auto, and Perry 
gave chase. However, Perry was 
unable to overtake Oliver’s car 
and returned to Campton, the 
sheriff said. 

About an hour later — about 
5:45 a,m. — the sheriff said, 
Oliver, accompanied by Dean, 
returned to the Parkway Stan¬ 
dard Station at Campton where 
the policeman had parked. 

According to the sheriff, the 
two men — one of them flour¬ 
ishing a shotgun — ordered 
Perry to take off his gun belt 
and then ordered him into Oli¬ 
ver's ear. 

At this point. Sheriff Nickell 
said, one of the men allegediv 


told Perry they were going to 
kill him. 

The Sheriff said a bystander, 
Keith Ely of Helechawa, ap¬ 
parently attempted to take the 
shotgun away from Oliver and 
during the struggle, the gun 
went off. 

Following their arrests, Oli¬ 
ver and Dean appeared before 
Magistrate Moody Rose who re¬ 
leased them on bond. Oliver’s 
bond was set at $5,000 and 
Dean’s at $2,500.

STATE APPROVAL NEEDED FOR ALL 
MOBILE HOME PARKS, UNDER ACT 


Anyone planning to con¬ 
struct a mobile home park 
or enlarge an existing park 
in Morgan County must first 
obtain a permit from the 
State Department of Health 
in Frankfort, Walter C. Ble¬ 
vins, sanitarian for the Mor¬ 
gan County Health Depart 
ment, announces. 

‘‘With the rapid increase 
in mobile home parks in Ken¬ 
tucky during the past four 
years, the public needs to be 
reminded of the state’s trail¬ 
er coach park law and regu¬ 
lations, Mr. Blevins said. 
“Some parks have been un¬ 
lawfully established and are 
operating without a permit.” 

A “trailer coach park” is 
defined by Kentucky Revised 
Statute 219.130 as an area 
of land on which two or more 
trailers are parked, either 
free of charge of for a fee. 

The law states that a con¬ 
struction permit must be ob¬ 
tained from the Department 
of Health's Division of En¬ 
vironmental Services prior to 
construction of a new park 
or alteration of an existing 
park. Permits are issued 
when actual plans are sub¬ 
mitted, along with an appli¬ 


cation and the required $25 
fee to cover the cost of pro- 
fcessing and reviewing plans. 

The law also requires ail 
mobile home parks to have 
an operating permit, which 
expires June 30 following the 
date of issuance. 

“The purpose of the law 
is to insure healthy living 
conditions for the mobile 
home resident and for the 
community as a whole, Mr. 
Blevins said. “For this rea¬ 
son. parks must have approv¬ 
ed water and sewage systems, 
solid waste disposal and 
proper spacing of trailers.” 

Enforcement of the 1954 
trailer coach park law is pri¬ 
marily the responsibility of 
the local health department. 

Anyone planning to con¬ 
struct or alter a trailer park 
should consult the Morgan 
County Health Department 
or the Division of Environ¬ 
mental Services. State De¬ 
partment of Health, Frank¬ 
fort, Ky. 40601, for a con¬ 
struction application form 
and for assistance in prepar¬ 
ing plans.

Beginning July 1, 1972 under 
the Shell Egg Provisions of tiic 
Egg Products Inspection Act, 
"restricted eggs" — check.;, 
dirties, incubator rejects, ir.- 
ediblcs, leakers, and loss eggs 
—will be monitored by the L'. 
S. Department of Agriculture. 
After that date, checks and -iii- 
ties may be shipped only to 
USDA inspected egg breaking 
plants where they can be pro¬ 
perly segregated and processed. 
They may be assembled by a 
"middleman” for delivery to the 
breaking plant. All other re 
stricted eggs must be denatuied 
or destroyed to prevent their 
use as human food. 

USDA's Consumer and Mar¬ 
keting Service, which is admin¬ 
istering the Act. urges any pro¬ 
ducer or packer who is nov. 
selling checks or dirties to re¬ 
tail stores, restaurants, bak r- 
ies. or f o o d manufacturing 
plants to make arrangements to 
send these types of eggs to of 
ficially inspected egg breaking 
plants before July 1, 1972. 

If you pack eggs (carton o' - 
bulk; for consumers, retail stor¬ 
es, restaurants, or institutions 
you must register with USDA 
Registration and applications 
v ill soon be available from 
C & M S poultry grading offic¬ 
es and from the C & M S Pool- 
try Division in Washington 
USDA will inspect egg packers 
every three months for com¬ 
pliance with the law. Other 
egg handlers, such as brokers 
and distributors, will be visit¬ 
ed on a spot-check basis Hatch¬ 
eries must also register and will 
be checked periodically. 

Some egg sales are exempt 
from i he Egg Products Inspec- 
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tion Act, but they are still suIe 
ject to any state or local laws 
governing them. 

Exempted are sales of eggs: 

: !) By producers with flocks of 
| 3.000 or fewer hens; 2) By pro¬ 
ducers, regardless on size, on 
their own premises or on a 
route directly to household con¬ 
sumers; 3) By egg packers dir¬ 
ectly to household consumers. 

However, bakeries restau¬ 
rant. institutions, and food man¬ 
ufacturers are prohibited from 
purchasing restricted eggs from 
any source.

Dur¬ 
ing this operation it was 
found that the building 
though badly in need of re¬ 
pairs, after some sixty years 
of service, was still sound. 

The young people of the 
community enthusiastically 
took up the challenge and 
with much effort raised 
money for new siding, and 
then formed an “old time 
working” to install it. The 
women, not only furnished 
the food for the workers, but 
took up hammer and saw and 
worked beside the man, and 
ir. one day the job was done.

nose. There were, however, a 
tiny heart-shaped mouth and 
a soft, tinkly voice combined 
with a small spirit that seemed 
to give as much love and affec¬ 
tion as she craved. 

After receiving disappointing 
answers to questions about help 
for Rhonda, the young mother 
learned about surgical help 
that had been given Debbie Fox 
in Tennessee. The Fox family 
told the mother what steps to 
take to seek help, and soon she 
was in contact with Dr. Milton 
Edgerton, who performed Rhon¬ 
da’s first corrective operation 
in Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
then later operations, without 
cost, in University Hospital, 
Charlottesville, Va. 


In order to help the young 
parents with the financial bur¬ 
den of weeks away from home, 
travel expenses, and with some 
of Rhonda’s medical costs, 
Steve Bliffen, pastor of the 
First Christian Church, West 
Liberty, spearheaded a drive 
for ,$10,000 to help see Rhonda 
and her parents through the 
first few years. Through con¬ 
tributions from Morgan Coun- 
tians and from hundreds of 
others, most of them 
strangers to the Mc¬ 
Kenzies, who read about 
Rhonda in newspaper stories, 
the goal was reached. Malon¬ 
ey's Discount Department 
Stores added a sizeable amount 
to the fund with a Rhonda Mc¬ 


Kenzie Day and <t group of 
young people in Elizabethtown 
raised $500 to put the fund 
over the top. 

Today Rhonda is much near¬ 
er the year when she can 
turn full face to the world, con¬ 
fident and unafraid. Through 
Dr. Edgerton and his surgical 
team, her eyes were reset in a 
normal position. 

The surgery was delicate to 
the extreme, made more so by 
Rhonda's age and size and 
special instruments had to be 
made. After the eyes were re¬ 
set using foundation bone from 
other parts of her body, anoth¬ 
er operation helped form eye¬ 
lids. Another began building 
a nose and another added form 
to the nose. 

It is not over yet, but the 
young parents were aw#e of 
the years involved in rebuild¬ 
ing tissue and skin grafts. With 
each operation there is fear of 
rejection or of infection, but 
so far the young patient has 
cooperated with only a few 
cold sniffles.
